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RAGEDY HAS ONCE again 
| Struck the Von Erich family. 
Chris Von Erich, 21, the youngest of 
the wrestling Von Erich brothers, died 
on September 12, a victim of suicide. 
Chris’ body was discovered that eve- 
ning at about 9 p.m. by his brother, 
Kevin Von Erich, and his mother, 
Doris, approximately 125 yards from 
a farmhouse in Edom, Texas, where 
Chris was living with his family. Ac- 
cording to a report in the Dallas 
Times Herald, a nine-millimeter pistol 
was found at the scene of the death. 
“Earlier [that evening], Kevin talked 
with Chris, who appeared to be dis- 
traught,’ Van Zandt County Sheriff 
Pat Jordan said in an Associated 
Press wire report. ‘When he later 
checked on him, he found him shot.” 
According to the newspaper report, 
Chris left behind a one-page hand- 
written suicide note that said his fam- 
ily was not to blame and that he was 
sorry. The note, according to the 
newspaper account, mentioned Chris’ 
three brothers—Jack, David, and 
Mike—who died earlier, though it 
did not indicate whether or not their 
deaths factored into his. 

Chris is the fourth son to be lost by 
Doris and Fritz Von Erich: Jack was 
killed in 1959 at the age of seven 
when he accidentally electrocuted 
himself; David died on February 10, 
1984, at age 25, of severe enteritis, 
an acute inflammation of the intes- 
tines; and Mike committed suicide on 
April 12, 1987, at the age of 23, two 
years after a near-fatal bout with toxic 
shock syndrome. 

I'm sure our readers will join with 
all of us at PWI in expressing our 
deepest sympathy for Fritz, Doris, 
Kevin, and Merry Von Erich, and 
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Chris Von Erich, 21, the youngest member of the wrestling’s famed Von Erich family, committed 
suicide on September 12. Chris is the fourth son to be lost by Doris and Fritz Von Erich. 


wish them nothing but the best in the 
coming years. We sincerely hope this 
is the last of the unforeseen tragedies 
to strike this fine family.

Five years before the Hulk Hogan-Ric Flair bout was ever seriously consid- 
ered by mere humans, Vince McMahon already was toying with the concept. 
The subject came up on June 30, 1986, when McMahon appeared with Larry 
King on a call-in interview show called Home Team Sportsbeat. A transcription 
of the entire program was printed in the Winter edition of Wrestling 86. I've 
selected the relevant portions. 

PHONE CALLER: Vince, why don't you consider Ric Flair a world champi- 
on when he's beaten “Rowdy” Roddy Piper and Greg ‘The Hammer” Valen- 
tine in the NWA? 3 | 

McMAHON ‘Ric is a fine athlete, and, I understand, a heck of a guy, I don't 
know him personally. I think just to have defeated two of the stars of the WWF 
does not necessarily make him [worthy] of championship recognition. And 
again, you have to understand the disparity between our organization and all 
other regional organizations. . . Ric Flair is a part of a regional promotion. 

KING: In other words, this young man rises up, he’s gonna have to be with 
the WWF, or he’s not gonna fight Hulk Hogan? 

McMAHON: Sure, sure. 

KING: You would like to get him for the WWF? 

McMAHON: Sure would. He's a fine talent. 

KING: So you wouldn't mind if he continues to win and impress, because 
someday you feel you're gonna get him anyway. 

McMAHON: 1 would say so. I would say it's a very good possibility, yes. 

PHONE CALLER: My question is for Vince, and I really hope that you can 
be objective: Can you assess a potential bout between the [NWA] World 
heavyweight champion Ric Flair and your [WWF World] heavyweight cham- 
pion Hulk Hogan? Can you tell me objectively how that bout could possibly 
come out and if it could be something that's happening in the future? 

KING: We have two heavyweight champions, is that what he’s refernng. .. 

McMAHON: No. Again he’s making reference to [the champion of] a very 
regional promotion which is Ric Flair, which is Jim Crockett Promotions, one of 

our competitors as such. But that match would never, never happen, because 
to make a match like that would be . . . notwithstanding the fact that Jim Crock- — 
ett is a very good promoter, let me say that first and foremost. Some of the ath- — 
letes involved in Jim Crockett Promotions are excellent athletes, and Ric Flair — 
happens to be one of them. | 
KING: Why wouldn't it happen then? 
McMAHON: For us to make a match of that nature would almost give what - 
is now a very small regional promoter the credibility that he’s looking for in 
terms of...

More than 3,000 fans attended the ‘Weekend of Champions” wrestling fans’ carrention is in New York in August. 
Among the champions in attendance were Ric Flair, Lou Thesz, and Buddy Rogers, 


AN UN-CONVENTIONAL EVENT. The highlight of my 
summer turned out to be an unexpected pleasure, like a 
surprise visit from a distant relative. If you live in the 
New York area—or even if you don’t—I hope you were 
lucky enough to attend the second annual ‘Weekend Of 
Champions” wrestling fans’ convention, held on August 
24 and 25 at the Ramada Hotel near LaGuardia Airport 
in New York. 

I live about 30 minutes away from the site of this year’s 
convention, so I had no excuse to miss it. I wasn’t able to 
attend the inaugural 1990 event, but John Arezzi, the 
event’s promoter and an old friend, threatened to murder 
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me if I didn’t show up this time. 

Just walking through the entrance to the hotel lobby 
was a big thrill for the more than 3,000 loyal fans who 
attended this year’s convention. In the autograph room 
were many of the top champions in the history of this 
sport, and all of them were meeting with the fans and 
posing for photos. Sitting there with a nine-year-old on 
his lap was Ric Flair, who was in limbo at the time—he 
wasn’t under contract with any organization. A few weeks 
later, he’d join the WWF for the first time. 

“T can’t believe I’m seeing you shake hands with the 
fans,’ I told Flair as I strolled by. “Miracles can 


happen!”’ , 

“T can’t believe they let four-eyed journalists in a fans’ 
convention,” Flair shot back, letting me know he hadn’t 
changed that much. 

But Flair was sitting at the first table—and he was just 
the first champion. 

There was six-time former NWA World champion Lou 
Thesz, who laughed hysterically as Bill Apter’s daughter, 
Hailey, climbed all over him. 

There was legendary women’s champion Fabulous 
Moolah, looking like she could still climb into the ring 
and teach today’s female stars how it’s done. 

There was Superstar Graham, the former WWF World 
champion, warning some youngsters about the dangers of 
using steroids. 

There was former NWA and WWF World champ 
Buddy Rogers, who looks like he’s primed to take on the 
champions of today. 

The next day, wrestling’s ‘“‘Living Legend,’’ Bruno 
Sammartino, made an appearance. 

I didn’t even approach these all-time greats; | was too 
stunned by the enormity of having all these greats in one 
place. I preferred just to stand in the back of the room 
and contemplate all the wrestling history these men and 
women had been responsible for. Jim Cornette, who also 
was signing autographs in the area, admitted he felt the 
same way. 

‘T almost feel like I don’t belong in here with all these 
champs,”’ said an uncharacteristically humble ‘‘Louisville 
Slugger’’ as he signed autographs alongside the beautiful- 
as-ever Woman. “I consider myself the greatest manager 
ever, but this is the biggest collection of legends—srue 
legends—I’ve ever seen in one place. There’s a ring in the 
back of the dealer table area. I think they should all climb 
in and show all these fans what wrestling’s all about!”’ 

Fortunately, none of the old-timers got the urge to 
battle it out. However, some of the younger stars were 
tempted to do just that. On Sunday, | was standing near 
a dealer table manned by promising East Coast star Sun- 
ny Beach when Cactus Jack came strolling in. 

“Look at that big idiot,’ griped Beach, who has 
feuded with the sadistic Jack for most of this year. ‘‘He 
doesn’t even know where he is. Bob, watch the table 
while I go bust up his empty head!” 

I didn’t know what to do, so I ducked. Here—right in 
front of about 1,000 people who were shopping for wres- 
tling memorabilia—two huge guys were about to go to 
war. Luckily, Angelo Poffo, who was sitting next to 
Beach, persuaded his young friend to calm down. 

“It’s not worth it,”’ reasoned the still-active Poffo, the 
father of Randy Savage and Lanny ‘‘The Genius’’ Poffo. 
“Settle your differences in the ring, Sunny. This weekend 
is for the fans, remember?”’ 

That it was. Inside the dealers’ area were more than 50 
tables with fans selling and trading photos, old magazines, 
and other souvenirs. | saw lots of fans with copies of 





At the convention, Angelo Poffo, father of Randy Savage and Lanny

PWI and The Wrestler, | felt really proud about that. 

As I walked down the aisles, I ran into Rip Rogers, 
who sneered at me and went back about his business. I 
saw Johnny Valiant, who traded one-liners with Larry 
Sharpe. And Ox Baker. Former TV announcer Boyd 
Pierce. Rick Rude. Mike Fury. Mike Durham. And so 
many other stars of today and yesteryear, I lost count. A 
lot of these guys weren’t even scheduled to be here. They 
just came to New York to be part of the excitement. 

But that’s not the memory that will stay with me the 
longest about this convention. As I walked away from the 
Ramada and toward the parking lot, I got into a conver- 
sation with a pair of teenaged fans. 

“We loved it,” said the younger of the two. “You 
know, we go to a lot of baseball card shows where the 
players sign autographs for the fans. A lot of times, they 
act like they don’t even want to be there. But that’s not 
how the wrestlers reacted. These guys seemed to genuinely 
appreciate our support.”’ 

This convention helped at least two youngsters become 
fans for life—and made me remember the magic that 
made me want to become part of the sport in the first 
place. 

Next year’s convention can’t come soon enough. ()

What happened? At the start of 1991, this man was at the very top of the wrestling 
world—or at least the WWF's inordinately large portion of it

At WrestleMania VI in 1990, the 
war-painted muscleman made wrestling 
history by pinning Hulk Hogan, a com- 
petitor many observers believed was 
unbeatable. That victory made Warrior 
the first man to simultaneously hold 
the WWF World and Intercontinental 
belts. It also cemented Warrior's status 
as one of the sport’s biggest stars. 

Although he lost the WWF title to 
Sgt. Slaughter at the Royal Rumble in 
January 1991, Warrior was the only 
man in the WWF with the drawing 
power to successfully headline a card 
that did not include Hogan. At Wres- 
tleMania VII, he defeated Randy Sav- 
age in a “retirement” match. After 
that, Warrior feuded with the eerie 
68” Undertaker, and came out a win- 
ner in nearly every match. 

Following SummerSlam ’91—where 
Warrior teamed with Hogan to defeat 
Slaughter, Co]. Mustafa, and Gen. 
Adnan—Warrior was scheduled for a 
series of bouts with Jake Roberts. But 
before that series would even begin, 
Warrior was gone. It was originally be- 
lieved that Warrior left of his own ac- 
cord. But as it turns out, the Warrior 
may have been forced out of the feder- 
ation where he gained his greatest 
glory. 

The Warrior has gone into seclu- 
sion, and PW/I's attempts to get an- 
swers from him regarding this strange 
situation have proven fruitless. 

When the Warrior disappeared fol- 
lowing SummerSlam, the WWF re- 
leased information that the Warrior 
was injured; this does not seem likely. 
If the Warrior suffered any injuries dur- 
ing that handicap tag team match, 
chances are the damage was to his 
ego, not his body. When Hogan invit- 
ed special referee Sid Justice to the 
ring for his typical postbout posing ex- 
hibition, the Warrior reportedly took it 
as an insult. 

“Warrior felt he deserved to be a 
part of the celebration,” said one wres- 
tler close to the Warvior, who naturally 
requested anonymity. “After all, he had 
as much to do with the victory as 
Hogan did. But the guy didn’t even 
shower—he just took off. I could tell 
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Warrior's feud with The Undertaker after Wres- 
tleMania VII was his last before departing the 
federation. 


he was mad—really mad. And when 
the Warrior is in that kind of a mood, 
there’s just no talking to him.” 
Whether or not Warrior had been 
intentionally snubbed is a matter of 
conjecture, but at that point in time 
the Warrior was undergoing intensive 
contract negotiations that perhaps

made him overly sensitive to the situa- 
tion. He might well have thought that 
the emergence of Justice as number- 
two man in the WWF was hurting his 
bargaining leverage with the WWF. 
Seeing Hogan pass up his own tag 
team partner for a referee might have 
been too much for him to take. 

As angry as he was for the moment, 
would Warrior actually leave the feder- 
ation over the incident? Indeed, the 
Hogan-Justice glory-hogging display 
may only be part of the story. Accord- 
ing to several published reports, the 
Warrior was actually suspended from 
the WWF following SummerSlam for a 
period of 90 days as the result of the 
failed contract negotiations. 

PWI has not been able to confirm 
these reports. Nor were we able to 
determine whether the 90 days would 
have been intended as a cooling-off 
period, allowing Wamior to rethink his 
position, or as a forerunner to an 
out-and-out release. The WWF does 
not comment on contract negotiations. 

“Its really similar to the situation 
with Ric Flair and WCW officials a few 
months ago,” said a source. “The two 
sides just could not agree on a mutual- 
ly beneficial contract. Rather than just 
part sides like Flair and WCW did, the 
WWF is leaving the door cracked 
open.” 

But does the Warrior want to return 
to the WWF? From all indications, the 
answer to that question—at least for 
the time being—appears to be no. 
With WWF newcomers Justice and 
Flair garnering the majority of the at- 
tention, and Randy Savage ready to 
make a comeback, Warrior's immedi- 
ate future in the WWF was cloudy at 
best. 

But what about other federations? 
Will we be seeing the Warrior ply his 
unique ring style in WCW, the USWA, 
or Global in the near future? 

“Til tell you, we could use a guy like 
that around here,” said longtime 
WCW fan Mark Sylvester at a recent 
card. “With Lex Luger as World 
champion, it’s going to take a real 
powerhouse to beat that guy. Why not 
the Warrior? Personally, I think the 


Wamior is even stronger than Luger. 
And if that match ever came about, it 
could be one of the biggest draws of 
the decade.” 

However, the Warrior has not ex- 
pressed any desire to enter WCW—or 
anywhere else, for that matter. While 
fans and the press speculate on what 
his next move will be, the Warrior has 
been uncharacteristically silent. The 
WWF already seems to be trying to 
make fans forget that he ever was part 
of the federation. 

But wrestling fans never forget. The 
mailbag at PWI has already begun to 
overflow with cards and letters, and 
each reader asks the same question: 
What is the future of The Ultimate 
Warrior? 

We wait with everyone else for the 
answer.

HEN MOST WRESTLING tans think ot WCW star 
Rick Steiner, they can’t help but smile. The usual- 
ly happy-go-lucky, upbeat “Dogfaced Gremlin” 
had delighted crowds for the past three years with his odd 
but endearing interviews, his seeming inability to teel pain, 
and his rugged ring -skills—most notably his powerful 
“Steinerline” clothesline. 

During the past two years, Rick and his brother, Scott, have 
become the sport's finest team. From the moment. these 
University of Michigan products began tagging in 1989, it was 
apparent they would go on to greatness. The Steiners won 
the WCW World tag team title twice, as well as the U.S. title. 

But now, the futures of both Rick and Scott are uncertain. 
In June, Scott suffered a severe left bicep tear as a result of a 
postmatch attack by The Hardliners. WCW officials opted to 
strip the Steiners of their World tag belts since they could not 
defend the title within a 30-day period. At press time, Scott 
had yet to return to action. 

Rick has carried on gamely in his brother’s absence. In fact, 
Rick led powertul Bill Kazmaier all the way to the finals of the 
tournament to determine new WCW tag champs—but yet 
another sneak-attack, this time by The Entorcers, led Larry 
Zbyszko and Arn Anderson to a tainted victory. 

Editor-In-Chief Craig Peters, Senior Editor Bill Apter, and 
Associate Editor Eddie Eliner spoke with Rick before a recent 
card at the Byrne Meadowlands Arena in East Ruthertord, 
New Jersey. To their surprise, they tound a somber—and 
remarkably mature—Steiner ready to answer their questions.

Justice 
continues to pound the champ and looks assured 
of victory. At the nine-minute mark, Justice attempts 
a power bomb, but Hogan manages to flip Justice 
over his back onto the mat. Hogan bodyslams Jus- 
tice and, as always, drops the leg across his oppo- 
nent and scores the pin on him at the 10:30 mark.” |

Although Hennig and Race won three AWA
